mine and I should select any place I wished for my 
reservation. I said I would take the country from the 
head of White River to the Missouri. He said he 
would give us cows to raise cattle, mares to raise 
horses and oxen and wagons to haul logs with, to haul 
goods and carn money that way. He said, also, there 
should be issues of such things as we needed to learn 
the arts with, and besides thut money to every one. 
He told us each of us should have $15 for an annuity, 
but I told them that was a bad amount; that we did 
not understand money and that it should be $20 to 
each One, and he assented to that. Hetold mie these 
things should be carried out, and for me to go to the 
mouth of Whitestone and locate my people, and these 
things should be fulfilled to me. But it was not true. 
When these promises failed to be cariied out I went 
myself to see the Great Father, and went to his house 
and told him these things. The Great Father told me 
to go home and select any place in my country I chose 
for my bome, and go there and live with my people. 
I came home and selected this place and moved here. 
They told me if I would move kere I should receive a 
fulfilment of the promises made to me, but all I got 
was some very small cows and some old wagons that 
were worn out 

When a man bas a possession that he values, and 
another party comes to buy it, he brings with him such 
good things as he wishes to purchase it with. My 
friends, your people have both intellect and heart; you 
use these to consider in what way you can do the best 
to live. My people who are here before you are pre- 
cisely the same. I see that my friends before me are 
men of age and dignity, and men of that kind have 
good judgment, and consider well what they do. I 
infer from tuat that you are here to consider well what 
shall be guod for my people for a long time to come. 
I think each of you have selected somewhere a good 
piece of lund for himself, with the intention to live on 
it that he may there raise his children. My people are 
not different. ‘They also live upon the earth and upon 
things that come to them from above. We have the 
same thoughts and desires in that respect that the 
white people have. This is the country where they 
were born, where they nave acquired all their property, 
their children and their horses. You have come here 
to buy this country of us and it would be well if you 
would come with the goods you have promised to give 
us and tu put them out of your hand so we can see the 
good price you propose to pay for it. Then our hearts 
would be glad. My people have grown up together 
with these white men, who have married in our tribe. 
A great many of us have learned toepeak their language 
anu our children are with them in our school and we 
want to be considered all one people with them. 

My friends, when you go back to the Great Father 
I want you to tell him to send us goods; send us yokes 
and oxen and give us wagons, so we can earn money 
by hauling goods from the railroad. This seems to me 
tu bea very hard day; balt of our country is at war, 
and we have come upon very difficult times. Thi 
war did not spring up here in our land; 1t was brought 
upon us by the children of the Great Father, who 
came tv take our land from us without price, and who 
do a great many evil things. The Great Father and 
his children are to blame for this trouble. We have 
here a storchouse to hold our provisions, but the Great 
Father sends us very little provisions to put into our 
storehouse, and when our people became displeased 
with our provisions and have gone north to hunt the 
children of the Great Father are fighting them. It has 
been our wish to live here peaceably, but tae Great 
Father has filled it with soldiers, who think only of 
our death. Some of our people who have gone trom 
here in order that they may have a change, and others 
who have gone north to hunt, bave been attacked by 
soldiers from this direction, and when they have got: 
north have been attacked by soldiers trom other 
directions, and now when they are willing to come 
back the soldiers stand between them and keep them 
trom coming home. It seems to me there is a better 
way than this. When people come to trouble it is 
better for both parties to c»me together without arms, 
talk it over and find some peaceful way tosettle. You 
have mentioned to me two countries. The Missouri 
Kiver country 1 know. When we were there we had 
a great deal of trouble. I left huadreds more people 
buried there. The other country I have never seen, 
but 1 aerce to go and lovk at it with fifty of my young 
men. When this trouble commenced the Great Father 
stopped the sale of ammunition, which has caused 
great suffering to my people, notwithstanding we are 
ail sincere to do what is good for our people. 

FROM GOOrE CREEK TO CROOK CITY. 


The following from the Herald correspondent is 
given as ‘‘ news” without present comment : 

‘* During the pight the camp was flanked by acres cf 
flame. ‘l'neconfl.gration had leaped from the western 
wo the eastern side of the stream, and crackling among 
the green cottonwvod produced a dense, pungent 
smoke which oppressed every sense, while the flicker- 
ing glare of the burning, struggling through it, created 
grotesque illusions. .A change, bowever, came. The 
wind .vse stronger and stronger, until it grew to a 
hurricane, whirling before it mingled dust aud smoke. 
The sky was profoundly black, like the ebon vaults of 
chaoyv, with a blackness which only found expression 





when relicved by the lurid streams of lightning flashing 
as 


* across the horizon. Our tents were 
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lightly as the down is blown from the thistle by the 
summer zephyr, and the pathetic example of Marius 
was burlesqued by melancholy men who sat disconso- 
late upon or among the ruins to prevent them from 
flying away. The wind roared hoarsely and the thun- 
der pealed in ringing tones. Suddenly, near midnight, 
the rain fell as if the very heavens were dropping. 
The fire had spread with dreadful rapidity against the 
wind toward the camp, but was suddenly quenched. 
Had it continued its progress all night it is probable 
that the supply train would have been destroyed. 

As the command descended from the mountains to 
the lower plateau and into the valley it entered an at- 
mosphere of smoke and heat which was almost suflo- 
cating. The sun blinked through the uunatural twi- 
light, swollen and bloody, while the western breeze 
was torrid asa simoom. On the next day it was found 
necessary to halt on account of the obscurity, which 
had we continued groping along the bases of the bills 
would have given an attacking enemy an inestimable 
advantage. The bullets of the Sioux might have been 
felt while the flash of their guns was invisible. While 
sweltering in camp the fire swept rapidly toward us, 
and its hissing breath seemed almost upon us. At six 
o’clock in the evening the column resumed the march. 
The landscape was only dimly discernible by the light 
of a mist-veiled moon. The troops moved grimly and 
almost silently but for their sullen tramp. 

SPARTANS VY. SYBARITES. 

While idling in camp near the mouth of the Powder 
River the two armies exchanged civilities with a zest 
sharpened by the hardship undergone by one and the 
enthusiasm of the other. ‘Terry’s soldiers enjoyed 
comforts which seemed to Crook’s weather-beaten 
veterans like Oriental luxuries. Since leaving Goose 
Creek no one in the southern column had been shel- 
tered by canvas, unless in disobedience to strict orders. 
No man was supposed to have more than a single 
blanket to wrap about him when he slumbered. The 
food which was to afford the vigor requisite to sustain 
bitter hardships and the brunt of battle was simply 
bacon, hard bread, coffee and sugar. Terry’s legions 
meanwhile were ensconced in tents and attended by 
an immense train of wagons, loaded with supplies. 
How the boys under Crook’s «gis envied those who 
swore by the other commander! The privation of the 
troops was depicted in the contrast between their 
browned and wrinkled faces, overgrown with beard, 
and the smooth, well content lineaments of the river 
traders who sold them a few of the most meagre neces- 
sities at enormous prices. Two-thirds of them were so 
ragged that their nakedness was exposed. . . . 

A camp was made in mist and rain around an isolated 
lake, on the summit of a wide rolling plain. The 
water was salty and as thick as milk. ‘There was no 
wood visible, not even a shrub. Some of us cooked a 
little coffee by building a fire of grass ; but most had 
only raw bacon and brittle crackers for supper. To 
add to the forlornness of the situation, the commissary 
issued no bacon or sugar and only a meagre allowance 
of crackers and coffee. For days we had been unable 
to 7 our clothing and we rolled ourselves up in reek- 
ing blankets and tried to sleep, The night winds grew 
chillier and chillier until morning, when we awoke 
with numbed and quaking limbs and a nervous sensa- 
tion as if we had been set upon by a nightmare for 
ages. It was discovered during the day that many of 
the small trails bore toward the Black Hills, and it was 
conjectured that the Sioux might have concentrated 
there in order to annihilate the settlements. On the 
7th the hunger of the troops was shown in their disor- 
ganization. The infantry were passing a gaunt cavalry 
steed that had been abandoned, when one of them 
stole from the ranks, followed by « dozen comrades 
with knives drawn ready to cut its throat. They were 
with difficulty restrained. Some of the cavalry when 
they abandoned their horses shot them and took away 
slices of the meat for their suppers, and men in passing 
the carcass afterward would fall out of the ranks and 
silently help themselves until nothing remained of it 
but the bones. 

FOOD AND SHELTER. 

General Crock’s commissary, Lieutenant Bubb, ar- 
rived an hour later at Crook City and immediately took 
steps to send supplies to the starving troops in the 
morning. On the next day and the next there was 
great bustle and cheerfulness in the settlement, which 
had before been almost deserted. The column en- 
camped on the Belle Fourche on the 13th. Their con- 
dition when they arrived there was like that of an army 
of skeletonized ragamuftins, Any of the soldiers who 
had been awarded a captured Indian pony as booty 
would have eagerly given it for a piece of tobacco. 
When bread was sent out tothem they mobbed the 
wagons containing it, and had devoured the whole load 
a few moments aiter it reached thecamp. For two 
days again they had been subsisting on horses, having 
consumed all of the provisions found in the captured 
village. The condition of General Crook’s column 
renders recuperation imperative, and only something 
akin to madness could prompt its return to the field at 
present. The infantry might endure further opera- 
tions, but 800 of the cavalry are dismounted, and the 
horses which have not been already abandoned are 
unfit for immediate service. A great number of Gov- 
ernment saddles has been left on the way and the 
whole loss of public property occasioned by the march 
to the Black Hills is enormous. Add to this the dis- 
contented mood of the soldiers, who will be ripe for 
desertion as soon as they receive their two months’ 
pay, and you have a picture of a disorganized, tattered 
and demoralized army, such as history presents only 
at rare intervals,”

Marine Corps, was 
found dead in his bed on the morning of October 2, 
at Boston, Mass. 

Tue iron-clads Montauk, Passaic and Wyandotte 
have been inspected by the Commandant of the 
Navy-yard, Norfolk, and reported to be in an 
efficient condition. 

Tue U. S. ship Supply was put out of commission 
on Saturday, the 30th Sept., at the Navy-yard, New 
York. 

Rear-ApMirRAL Jonn L. WORDEN, commanding 
European station, transferred his flag from the 
Franklin to the Marion at Villefranche, on the 14th 
Sept. 

TWENTY additional men have been taken on at the 
Navy-yard, Washington, to hasten the completion of 
the carriages and other outfits of the 7’renton. 

ApMIrRAL RopGErs, accompanied by Chief Engi- 
neer Fletcher, Commander Watson and Lieutenant 
Brice paid an official visit to General Sherman and 
Secretary Cameron while in San Francisco. 

Tue Gettysburg arrived at the Norfolk Navy-yard 
Sept. 28, and was placed in the dry dock to have her 
bottom cleaned and to undergo some other slight 
repairs. 

Joseru B. Honson having completed his examina- 
tion for promotion to lieutenant, has been ordered to 
resume duties on board the Ovsipee, at Hampton 
Roads, Va. 

Tuer training ship Jamestown arrived at San Fran- 
cisco Sept. 15, after a pleasant voyage. She left 
Honolulu on the 25th ot August last, making the 
trip in good time. 

Rear ApMIrRAL TRENCHARD, commanding the 
North Atlantic Squadron, paid a visit to Fort Mon- 
roe Sept. 29, and was received by Gen, Barry with 
the customary salute, and the troops were passed in 
review. A large number of visitors from the fleet 
was present. 

Mepricat Director J. W. Taytor has been ap- 
pointed u delegate to represent the Medical Corps of 
the Navy, at the American Public Health Associa- 
tion, at Boston, in place of Medical Director Joseph 
Wilson, whose orders have been revoked on account 
of indisposition. 

CoMMANDER GeorGE C. Remey bas been ap- 
pointed to temporary duty as a member of the Board 
of Examiners, Commodore J. W. A. Nicholson hay- 
ing Jeft Washington, Oct. 4th, to resume command 
of the Navy-yard at New York, 

Tue astronomers at the Naval Observatory in 
Washington kept a steady watch from sunrise to 
sunset, during two days, for Vulcan, the reported 
planet, and its transit across the disc of the sun, but 
were unable to discover the existence of that planet, 
and hence they are disposed to doubt its existence 
and regard its reported discovery as a myth.

Tue Plymouth, at Philadelphia, having been 
painted throughout, was opened to Centennial visi- 
tors on Sunday last, and thronged ail day. The 
Court-martial tor the trial of Lieut.-Commander 
Joshua Bisbop, convened on Monday, and proceeded 
with its duties. W. W. Weigley and J. H. Colton, 
Esqs., of Philadelphia, are counsel for the defence. 
Lieut.-Commander F, A. Couk reported for duty as 
executive Oct. 3. 

Tue Norfolk Virginian reports the steam tug 
Pinta, now lying off the Navy-yard wharf, was 
found to be on fire 8ept. 30- A vigorous alarm call- 
ed the entire working force which are organized into 
a fire department to the steamer, but the prompt 
efforts of the crew had extinguished the flames 
before their arrival. The fire caught from sparks 
from the Commodore’s launch, and slightly damaged 
the deck near the gangway. 


Tue Frolic, Commander Wm, A. Kirkland, was at 
Montevideo, on the 2ist August last, but would sail 
for Rosario on the arrival of the mail. The small-pox 
prevailed on shore, but thecrew were kept on board, 








no jiberty being given, The health of both officers 


and crew was good. The following men-of-war were 
in port: English gunboat Cracker, Italian corvette 
Pisani, on her way home from the Pacific, and gun- 
boat Ardita; Brazilian flagship Amazona and tender

Tue crew of the Vandalia, while lying at the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard presented a handsome gold- 
headed cane, accompanied with a bouquet, to Mr.

Captuin Simpson in conclu- 
sion says: ‘* The causes which produce revolutions in 
these countries are not always apparent, but a sud- 
den change of Government in Ecuador seems to be 
truly unaccountable, when it is remembered how this 
country rejoiced about a year ago at its relief from a 
despotic Government which had endured for twelve 
years, and with what enthusiasm Mr. Barrero was 
elected by all classes to fill the office of President.” 


Tue N. Y. Tribune says: ‘‘For a sensation of the 
serio-comic order, the town of Saco, Me., is now pre- 
pared to furnish an excellent illustration. A young 
man belonging to the United States Navy returned 
home one day last week, and, before meeting his 
wile, learned that she was about to go to the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition with another man.

MODERN NAVIES.—Y. 
THE NAVIES OF EUROPE. 

AustriA.—Under the general supervision of the 
minister of national defence, a vice-admiral adminis- 
ters the affairs of the navy. Great attention is paid to 
the training of seamen and boys in gunnery. The 
system of instruction on board the gunnery snip Adria 
is modelled after that of the English Hacellence. The 
first steam reserve consists of ships that can be fitted 
for service in forty-eight hours. The heaviest ships 
are the Custozza Lissa and Kawer. The Lissa is a full 
rigged, casemated iron-c'ad of 5,950 tons, armor 6-inch 
plates, battery ten 9-inch breech-loading Krupp guns, 
in casemate; two 9-inch of same pattern on turn tables, 
in semi circular, everhanging casemates on spar deck, 
speed 12 knots. Principal dockyard at Pola in the 
Adriatic. 

DENMARK.—The minister of marine is a cabinet 
officer and at present a captain of the navy. The 
Odin, the most powerful vessel, is a double turret moni- 
tor, carrying four 10-inch rifle guns, 8-inch plating, has 
a steel spur projecting six feet beyond the stem so ar- 
ranged that it can be screwed back in the hull. 

GERMANY.—This navy was first regularly organized 
in 1848; is administered by a board of admiralty with 
an admiral for “inspector-general for the navy ” and a 
‘*commander-in-chief of all ships in commission.” 
The central battery, frigate-rigged rams Kaiser and 
Deutchland (sister ships) are the most formidable ships 
in the navy (7,600 tons each), battery eight 10-inch 
rifled guns in casemate. The Konig Wilhelm, 5,939 
tons, is an iron-clad frigate carrying tWenty-six 8}-inch 
breech-loading rifles. The Kron Prinz and Prince 
Friedrich Carl are casemated, battery fourteen, eight 
27-inch breech'loaders, and one bow and one stern 
chace of same calibre. The Preussen, Grosser Kur- 
furst, and Friedrich der Grosse are frigate-rigged turret- 
ships. The Arminius and Prinz Adelbert have each two 
turrets with two 8-inch breech-loaders to a turret. The 
Germans are carrying out a far-sighted naval policy, 
adding yearly to their floating force, so that by 1882 the 
calculation is to have 23 iron-clads, 20 fast sloops-of- 
war for cruising (privateer catchers), 6 despatch ves- 
sels, 2 gunnery ships, 3 training brigs, 28 torpedo-boats, 
and 18 gunboats. The estimated expense of this plan 
is in addition to the current expenses of the navy 92,- 
000,000 thalers ($62,560,000). The principal naval ports 
are Kiel and Dantzig on the Baltic, and Wilhelmshaven 
in the Bay of Jade, North Sea, ‘The latter, opened in 
1869, is one of the finest dockyards inthe world. 

GREECE, at one time the greatest maritime 
people in the world have now little to boast of as a 
naval power. It may be noticed, however, that its 
reigning monarch is from the same stock that- produced 
the old sea-rovers of the North; nor does it. require 
much stretch of the imagination to picture King 
George (a Prince of Denmark) and Queen Olga as the 
realization of the dream of the Swedish Viking Frithiof 
‘* sailing with the fair Ingeborg over the foanring seas 
to the Isles of Greece” (Bishop Tegner). 

IraLy.—This navy may be said to date from the 











unification of Italy in 1861, when the navies of Sar- 
dinia and Naples were merged into the Italian navy. 
The minister of marine—at present a rear-admiral, is 
assisted in his duties by a board of admiralty. The 
Dudius,, and the Dandolo, promise to be the most 
formidable fighting ships in the navy. The former 
has two turrets placed on either side of the cen- 
tral line (like the English Jnflexible), and carry four 
guns of 17.44 inch calibre, weighing about 100 tons 
each, the projectile weighing pearly 2,000 lbs. This 
will be the first iron-clad built by the Italians. Most 
of the other iron-clads, having been built in England or 
France, need no description. The ordnance is also of 
foreign manufacture of the most approved type. The 
principal naval ports are Genoa, Naples, and Spezzia. 
At the latter port a dockyard on a liberal scale has been 
laid out and nearly completed, but it has no means of 
defence and might easily be destroyed by an enterpris-* 
ing enemy. 

Russta.—The secretary of the navy is at present an 
admiral, and communicates directly with the -Sover- 
eign. He has sole charge of the administrative de- 
partment of the navy, while the executive branch is in 
charge of the High Admiral of the fleet. In other re- 
spects the organization of the navy is similar to that 
of France. There are three principal naval stations. 
The Baltic fleet, consisting of some 57 vessels of all 
descriptions, carrying 189 guns from the heavy iron- 
clad to schooners. The Black Sea fleet cf 35 vessels, 
carrying 95 guns, and the Caspian fleet of 32 vessels, 
carrying 81 guns, There are besides these the Ural 
squadron of€ 6 vessels and 13 guns, the Siberian fleet 
of 87 vessels'and 42 guns, and a few small vessels on 
th river Vistula. One of the heaviest vessels is the 
Peter the Great, of the double turret monitor type, carry- 
ing four 35-ton Krupp guns, displacement 9,662 tons. 
The Admiral Lasareff and Admiral Greigg are armed 
with six guns each, carried in three turrets. The 
Novgorod and Vice-Admiral Popoff, 2 guns each, are 
of the ‘‘ Circular Monitor” type, designed by Admiral 
Popoff, the builder of the Peter the Great. The 
‘* Popoftka,” as these vessels are called, possess such 
buoyancy as to enable them to carry the maximum 
weight of armor and guns with the minimum 
draft, and are particularly well adapted for harbor de- 
fence. The Novgorod is « perfectly circular vessel, flat 
bottomed, and has twelve keels parallel to fore and aft 
diameter, propelled by six screws driven by six pairs 
of compound engines, has a circular revolving turret 
carrying two 11-inch breech-loading rifles. Armor on 
sides and turret consists of two Jayers of iron 9 and 7 
inches thick. She can be turned almost on her centre 
by means of her engines. 

Sparn.—The admiralty is composed of minister of 
marine, generally an admiral and four commissioners, 
three of whom are admirals and the fourth a deputy to 
the Cortes. Besides the office of secretary the duties of 
the navy department is distributed among nine ‘‘sec- 
tions,’ somewhat after the manne: of the French 
organization. Of the seven Spanish iron-clads the 
Numancia only was built in Spain—the remainder in 
England. She is of iron throughout except the teak 
backing under 5-inch armor, battery forty 68-pounders 
speed 13 knots. Jan. 1, 1871, a naval school modele 
after the U. S. Naval Academy, was opened on board 
the frigate Asturias, in the harbor of Ferrol. The 
Mazarredo is for apprentices. Spain has four naval 
school ships, in all. ; 

(1.) Swepen AND Norway.—By the convention of 
August 14, 1874, ‘‘ the independency of Norway in the 
union with Sweden was solemnly proclaimed.” Carls- 
krona is the principal naval port. The largest iron- 
clad in the Swedish navy is the monitor John Hricsson, 
1,500 tons burden. The Loke Thorden and Tirfing are 
similar in construction. Ia 1867 the navy was com- 
pletely reorganized. (2.) Norway has four single tur- 
ret monitors. The chief naval port is at Horten. 

Turkey —The navy department is one of the eight 
ministerial departments of the Divan. Turkey has 
vow seven iron-clad frigates. The two largest iron- 
clads are the sister ships Mésondivé and Mendonhijé, 
launched in 1874. They are 9,000 tons displacement, 
have a main deck battery of twelve 18-tom guns, pro- 
jectile 400 lbs. The forward and after ports of the 
casemate are cut at an angle, so as to answer for bow 
and stern chases. The casemate is of 12-inch iron, and 
the hull is protected by a 12-inch belt, the deck for- 
ward and abaft the casemate being shell proof. The 
spur is of unusual strength and below water. Two 6- 
ton guns on forecastle, fire directly ahead, one gun 
abaft of same calibre fires directly astern. On spar 
deck are six 20-pounders, probably for saluting—total 
21 guns. The Azizieh, 900, 16 guns; the Orkanieh, 
900, 16 guns; the Mahmondieh, 900, 16 ane; the Os- 
madieh, 900, 16 guns; and the Athor-Terfik, 750, 8 
guns. There are also five iron-clad corvettes carrying 
4 or five guns each, and the two monitors, Heje‘e-Rah- 
man and the Loufan Djelil, carrying two 150-pounders 
each, and two light guns. The twin screw iron-clads 
Aoni lah (belp of God) and Muin Taffer (aid to victory) 
are sister ships of 1,400 tons armor, 54 inch. Four 12; 
ton rifle, Armstrong guns (250 pounders), are mount 
in a central battery, so arranged as to admit being fired 
ahead or astern. ‘These two vessels are said to possess 
very high rate of speed. 

Navies of Sourn AMERICA AND Asta.—There is 
scarcely anavy so small but boasts of its modern fighting 
ships. Brazil has the formidable Jndepenzia of 2 turrets, 
carrying four 35-ton guns, with two 8-ton bow guns on 
the forecastle, the ship itself being in the best style of 
English workmanship. Chili has the two fine iron-clad 
rams Almirante Cochrane and Valparaiso, with central 
casemate battery of six 124-ton guns each, commandin 
an ‘all round ”’ fire—speed 13 knots. Peru, the moni- 
tors Atahualpa and Manco Vapac. China not only has 
iron-clads but a naval academy, and the schoolship 
Kien Wei with thirty naval cadets. Japan “has the 
Stonéieat ‘and one other iron-clad. The Imperial Naval 
College at Yeddo has 150 naval cadets, the schoolship 
Ken Kon being a part of the institution.

JURISDICTION OVER CEDED LANDS. 
FEW weeks ago, we alluded to the case of a 
2d Class private of Engineers who, while on 
duty as a sentinel at West Point, mortally wounded 
& hack driver. As the case involves some points of 
interest to the Army, we propose to discuss it. In 
the first place, it is to be observed that the shooting 
by the sentinel occurred on lands belonging to the 
United States, to which the New York Legislature 
had specially ceded jurisdiction, Nevertheless, a 
justice of the peace issued a warrant for the arrest of 
the sentinel for violation of the laws of New York ; 
but permission to execute this process was refused 
by the then superintendent, who, however, permitted 
a county coroner to come on the reservation, and 
impanel a jury—which found that the citizen came 
to his death at the hands of the soldier. Meanwhile, 
U. 8. Commissioner Ossorne had been communi- 
cated witb, end a warrant duly issued placed in 
the hands of a deputy U. S. marshal and duly ac- 
knowledged by the commanding officer, and the 
sentinel turned over to the U. 8. civil authorities of 
criminal jurisdiction, 

In due time the case came on for hearing in the 
Commissioner’s Court in New York City—the U. 8. 
being represented by Gen. B. F, Fosrer, Assistant 
District Attorney, and the prisoner, under special 
permission from the Secretary of War, by Professor 
GaRDNER, Prof. of Law at the Military Academy. 
From the evidence adduced—all possible witnesses 
having been examined—it appeared that shortly after 
midnight, while the sentinel was walking post, be- 
tween the Academic building and South gate, he 
heard a carriage rapidly proceeding by the lower 
road, in front of Cadet hospital towards that gate. 
Stepping to the junction of the roads, near a gas- 
light, he challenged the driver, a stranger, three 
times, ordering him to halt, which summons was not 
immediately obeyed. The sentinel then ran in front 
of the the team to stop it, but had to spring to one 
side to avoid being run over. As the carriage passed 
his piece was fired in close proximity. The ball was 
cut in two by passing through the carriage lamp. 
It there pierced the cushion of the driver’s seat from 
beneath, and penetrated the driver’s leg between the 
knee and thigh, carrying into the wound portions of 
the cushion. Toe wound was not necessarily mortal, 
but in a few days tetanus ensued, resulting in 
death. 

It further appeared by the evidence, that the sen- 
tinel was required to load his piece at ten o’clock 
with ball cartridge, not only to give an alarm in case 
of fire, but to use if necessary. He was required to 
stop and examine all suspicious characters and vehi- 
cles, to take them to the guard house at the en- 
trance gate, if necessary, for examination, and to 
prevent fast driving. These orders were undoubtedly 
legal, as they were conceded to be, and were given 
in the execcise of a discretion imposed upon all com- 
manding officers entrusted with the care of large 
quantities of Government property, on military sites 
exclusively under the jurisdiction of the National 


Government, 
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As certain citizens are permitted to reside at West 


Point, and « hotel is located there, with sanction ofthe duty of protection, so long as they continue in 


‘he proper authorities, the question of extent of mili- 
tary authority in matters of police as to citizens, 
also became an element to be considered. It was 
long ago held by a U. 8. Attorney General, that al- 
though there is a U.S. post office located at the Point, 
it did not authorize a citizen to insist on a right of 
way to such office, when the Post Commander, in 
the exercise of his military discretion, chose to ex- 
clude him. In the same manner it may be said, that 
whoever comes upon a military post, whether for 
business or pleasure, comes there subject to such 
military police regulations as the commanding officer 
in his judgment may deem necessary. 

The defence of the sentinel set up an accidental 
shooting; but it wae also argued, that even had it 
been deliberate, a certain amount of discretion, such 
aS an ordinary man would use, was vested in the 
soldier, in determining how he was'to «bey his law- 
ful orders, and compei the hackman to submit to 
inspection. It was conceded that there had been no 
malice on the part of the soldier, as the evidence 
showed he was a stranger to the deceased. If he 
had acted unlawfully and wilfully, then, under the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, the shooting 
would have been “manslaughter.” He was, how- 
ever, as was argued by counsel, acting lawfully when 
he challenged and endeavored to halt the driver. 
Assuming the shooting to have been intentional or 
wilful, which the direction of the shot when the sen- 
tinel was so close to the deceased made highly im- 
probable, nevertheless the sentinel acted under lawful 
orders, and not in excess of the discretion reposed in 
him, and was, therefore, not amenable under the 
statute. 

After careful hearing, Commissioner OsBorne laid 
the case, and all the evidence, beforethe U. S. Grand 
Jury for the Southern District of New York, who re- 
fused to find a ‘‘true bill,” and on motion of 
prisoner’s counsel, he was duly discharged, and re- 
turned to duty. 

Since then, we understand that the local State 
Grand Jury and District Attorney for Orange 
County, have within the week undertaken to inves- 
tigate this case under the laws of New York, and that 
this grand jury have found a “true bill.” In doing 
this, officers at West Point, though not a'l who were 
material, were summoncd to Newburgh, as wit- 
nesses, at their own expense, and temporarily with- 
drawn from their public duties. If the subpcnas 
served upon them, had shown on their face that the 
case was the identical ore we have referred to, we 
believe they would have been justified in refusing to 
recognize the validity of the process. While respect 
to the civil authority is always to be enjoined upon 
the military man, yet it is also to be borne in mind, 
that unconstitutional process, or such as has been 
issued. without jurisdiction, as was the case of that 
from this last coroner’s jury, is absolutely void. 
We have no more noticeable instance than in the laws 
of some States, which, when a habeas corpus is issued 
from the State court, authorize the sheriff to take 
into his custody the individual whose liberty is 
sought. Yet the U.S. Supreme Court has declared 
that an Army officer, served with such a writ to pro- 
duce a soldier on ground of illegal enlistment, should 
neither surrender his custody or produce him, but 
only make respectful return of the grounds for hold- 
ing him. 

We are at a loss to conceive how the local State 
authoritics can assume to interfere in this matter, 
after the numerous decisions upon the point. Ces- 
sion of jurisdiction must be for some purpose, and if 
not for this, it is difficult to determine what the ob- 
ject could be. For offences not committed on the 
ceded tract, the State authorities would yndoubtedly 
have jurisdiction, but in this case Congress had, by 
law, provided for the identical offence, and as to the 
court where triable, Exclusive legislation signifies 
exclusive jurisdiction. As well might the State au- 
thorities claim jurisdiction over an offence committed 
ia the ceded tract, commonly called the District of 
Columbia. We presume a» warrant will be issued by 
the State authorities, and a demand made on the sol- 
dier’s present commanding officer for his surrender, 

Over half a century ay», Attorney General WirT 
delivered an interesting opinion on the duty of a 
commanding officer, under the present 59th Article of 
War. Said he: “The commanding officer owes a: 





duty to the men under his command—he owes them 


the faithful discharge of their duty. This duty is 
first in point of time, and highest 1n point of obliga- 
tion. This 33d Article (now 59th), gives him no 
authority to withdraw that protection and deliver 
over his men to others, except in the case which it 
describes, where they are accused of such an offence 
as is punishable by the known laws of the land. To 
justify him in delivering them up, he must see that 
the case described by the article has arisen. He is 
required by his duty to exercise his judgment upon 
the case. It is not enough to tell him that some 
offence has been committed ; he must know what the 
specific offence is, in order that he may see whether 
it is an offence ‘ punishable by the known laws of the 
land,’ ” 

In the case under consideration, the State authority 
having no jurisdiction, can make no lawful demand 
which will withdraw the soldier from his duty and 
service to the General Government. Any legal pro- 
cess void for want of jurisdiction, is absolutely null, 
and whoever acts under it does so at his peril. The 
laws of the land in this case are those of the United 
States, and not of the State. Should the soldier 
chance to be arrested under it, his counsel propose to 
apply to the United States District Court fur a writ 
of habeas corpus, and thus take him by summary 
proceeding from the custody of the State sheriff. 








THE cause of the recent accident to the boilers of 
the British iron-clad Thunderer is naturally the occa- 
sion of much active inquiry in England, following as 
this does hard upun previous accidents. Within about 
six months there have been no less than six serious 
cases of steam machinery suddenly breaking down in 
Her Majesty's fleet. In discussing the subject our 
English contemporary, Broad Arrow, says: Notwith- 
standing the greater discipline, more numerous regu- 
lations, aud larger engineering staff, accidents to the 
machinery are proportionately far more common than 
in the vessels belonging to the mercantile steamship 
companies of the country. Notwithstanding the 
numerous staff of engineers, artificers, and stoke:s 
which is borne upon each of Her Majesty’s ships, the 
machinery and boilers are not kept in a satisfactory 
state of efficiency and repair. This is no mere asser- 
tion; for the fact is proven by the frequent cases 
which have occurred lately of mishaps happening to 
machinery, which have been solely cue to neglect. 
The engineer, in order to preserve his status as an 
officer of the ship, does not feel disposed to craw] 
about in the labyrinths of the engine-room and 
stokehole to examine the hidden parts of the machi- 
nery and repair them; while the engine-room artifi- 
cers are not sufficiently numerous for the duties, even 
had they not besides to scrub decks and hammocks 
with the sailors. In the mercantile marine the engi- 
neer has no position to keep, and consequently devotes 
ali his attention to keeping the machinery clean and 
in repair. We have no desire to lower the status of 
naval engineers, but we consider that fewer responsi- 
ble and ornamental officers are needed, and more 
working artificers. It is also desirable that the 
engine-room artificers should not be employed upon 
any other duties than those of the stokehole and 
engine-room, 





Tue war in Servia, “ which for a space did fail, 
now trebly thundering swells the gale.” The diplo 
mats secured an armistice in the hopes of patching up 
a peace, but Servia occupied the interval of rest in 
preparing for more vigorous hostilities. Thursday, 
Sept. 28th, the Servian forces, under Gens. TcHER- 
NAYEFF and Popovictn, undertook a double flank 
movement against the Turks, that resulted in a 
battle which, as regards losses and numbers, is de- 
scribed as the greatest of the whole war. The move- 
ment was a failure, and the Servians were driven 
back at all points with great loss to them and 
small loss to the Turks. Among the Servian dead 
were many Russian officers. The next day the Turks 
assumed the offensive, and the battle continued 
through the day without result, both sides at night 
maintaining their positions. The battle was resumed 
the next day, when, according to a despatch from 


but the drift of events is all toward war, and Russia 
becomes more and more pronounced in her hostility 
to Turkey, and the Moslem hatred of Russia is cor- 
respondingly increased in its intensity.

THE REASON WHY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Str: The letter of ‘ Prize Winner,” etc., in your 
last issue, recalls the following story, which I present 
for his consideration. <A board of ofticers, not of the 
Army, were in session on the subject of seijecting a 
breech-louding rifle. After two or three weeks’ experi- 
menting one of them turned to an armorer standing by 
and said: ‘‘ There is one thing I should like to know 
before completing my work. Why is it that raising 
up that little flap at the back of the gua makes it shoot 
farther?” 

As the Springfield rifle is made for field work and 
not for target practice, the rear sight is graduated to 
correspond with a rather full front sight. The proper 
fullness is to be found, like everything else, by experi- 
ence. 

In the absence of the steps on the sight base (rear 
tiers), the slide would have to be made very narrow 
and delicate, and the divisions would be so close 
together that rapid adjustments for short ranges would 
be difficult. M. 





RIFLE SIGHTS. 
To the Edttor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Str: The letter of ‘‘ Prize Winner” in the Journan 
of Sept. 30, toucbes a point which is of the greatest 
importance, and, it is to be hoped, will lead to further 
correspondence on the same subjeci—the proper 
method of sighting military mfles. It seems extra- 
ordinary that after all the care and expense displayed 
in the selection of the new model of the Springfield, 


to insure the utmost accuracy, that the sights, 
the only medium through which the soldier can 


avail himself of that accuracy, should apparently have 
been wholly ignored. 

Yet this is also the case with the Remington, and, if 
Iam not mistaken, with every military rifle made in 
the United States, except the new Peabody, which has 
the Henry Martini sights. 

While J cannot claim to have a thorough scquaint- 
ance with the Springfield, such as is only to be had in 
the rough work required in actual service on the 
plains, yet, being the owner of quite a number of dif- 
ferent military rifles, 1 have had an opportunity of 
testing their respective performances at Creedmoor, so 
as to enable me to form a fair idea of their various ad- 
vantages and defects. Among them all, my experience 
has led me to prefer my Springfield for accuracy, 
bandiness and general efticiency. In fact, I have but 
seldom used it in a match (not, however, that I shot in 
very many) without securing the first prize. Yet the 
sights are simply abominable. I do not agree with 
your correspondent that the point blank range should 
be 600 feet—as he stated to be the case witn the 
Werder. While it will not do in rifle shooting to say 
a gun will not do anything that any responsible person 
asserts that he knows it has done, yet at 200 yards my 
Creedmoor rifle with 90 grains of powder requires 20 
degrees elevation. Except with the light hollow point- 
ed Express bullet, which is worthless at the longer 
ranges, riflemen generally are of the opinion that you 
must elevate to shoot over 125 yards. 

Moreover, if it were possible to secure such a flat tra- 
jectory, it could only be accomplished by a very heavy 
charge, and 70 grains is as much as a man inranks can 
stand upto. My Swinburn (an improvement on the 
Henry Martini) with 85 grains kicks jike a mule, and 
it takes & seasoned vessel to bear it with equanimity 
This is also shown in the carbine practice of the N. Y. 
cavalry. Though they are allowed to use the 70 grain 
shell, and although its use gives a decided advantage 
during a wind, there are but few even of the skilled 
shots who compose the teams, who can stand it. 

It seems to me that the errors in the sights of both 
the Springfield and the Remington are the following : 

1. The tier sight is made in steps or notches, whereas 
it should be a series of inclined planes, marked ofl into 
divisions. As your correspondent well states, the 100 
yards elevation is too low, and the 200 too high, and 
the rifleman must fix his elevation by drawing a finer 
or coarser sight (which is most objectionable), or put 
pasteboard under the flap (which drops out just when 
it is most needed) and is a nuisance on many grounds. 
With the inclined plane the exact elevation may be 
given to suit every man’s eyesight, as well as the difler- 
ences caused by wind and weather—the same ‘ bead” 
being drawn every time. This is better and easier than 
to use a vertical rear-sight for off-hand shooting. The 
vertical sight should by all means have the divisions 
suggested: by your correspondent, and I would have 
them marked on the tier sight as well

_ With the Springtield you cannot get a low 
elevation at 500 yards without filing oft the bottom of 
the sliding bar, the very acme of absurdity, as there 
being no apparent reasun why the bottom could not 
have been made square. With the Remington, if the 
sight is inverted, the shoulder of the standard must 
be filed down to get a low elevation at the same 
distance, (which was what the 48th did). The manu- 
facturers, however, are not to blame for this, as they 
did not calculate upon the use of the inverted bar. 

In conclusion, 1 would state that the difference 
which exists between a rifle properly sighted and one 
that is not, is almost incredible. In taking up my rifles 
in succession, the sights on the English ones show 
certainly twice as clear and distinct as those of either 
the Springtield or Remington. 

Steps are being taken in the State of New York to 
remedy the difficulty which exists ir the Remington. 
It is to be hoped that the Government will do some- 
thing io the same direction. Although the manufac- 
ers do not seem to know anything about shooting, yet 
there are plenty of ofticers who do, such as Capt. Liv- 
ermore, U. 8S. E., and who are competent to get up 
a good sight. In the meantime the JouRNAL can be of 
tLe Zreatest assistance by calling out the views of dit- 
ferent experts in the way of correspondence.

GENERAL SHERMAN IN CAUIFORNIA. 


GENERAL Sherman and Secretary Cameron arrived at 
San Francisco Sept. 20, by overland train, and pro- 
ceeded, without parade or demonstration, to the 
Paluce Hote]. The party registered as follows : Hon. 
J. D. Cameron, Secretary of War; Miss Cameron, 
Miss V. KR. Cameron, Miss J. M. Cameron, Miss 
Burnside, General W. T. Sherman, Mrs. Sherman, 
Mr. T. E. Sherman, Miss P. T. Sherman, Mr. J. 
Duffy, and Lieut. F. V. Greene, U. 8. A. 

‘The party were then serenaded by a large number of 
old fnends, officers of the Army, and citizens, to 
whom Gen. Sherman spoke as follows : Gentlemen, I 
lave an idea that from the form of this magnificent 
dome I cannot make my voice heard by this crowd. 
Can you hear me? (Cries, ‘*Yes,” and ‘‘Go ahead!”) 
Then keep quiet and I will say a few words. It is im- 
possible for me to convey my sense of amazement 
every time I come to California, and I have been here 
off and on about ten times, by almost every route 
travelled by emigrant, soldier or citizen. I have been 
round Cape Horn, have come by Panama, Nicaragua, 
across the Plains, partly by wagon and partly by mule, 
and latterly in a palace car, as comfortably as if I had 
been in my own house in Washington. Here we are, 


in the sense of a speech. To individuals, to half a 
dozen in a room, or to one of them getting along on 
horseback, I would be pleased to recall the memories 
of ’46-7-8-§ ; but to a crowd like this it is impossible, 
for I do not intend to keep you standing. There is 
Leidesdorff—do any of you remember him? (A voice, 
**Yes”) And there is Folsom—do any of you re- 
member him? (Voices, ‘‘ Yes.”) He was my close 
friend, and he was a rough fellow ; but he had stern, 
manly noble qualities about him. There were giants 
in those days, boys, and you, their successors, must be 
worthy of them in industry, in generosity, and in 
manliness. They laid the foundations ; you are now 
reaping the rewards. And remember the next twenty 
or forty years may make as much progress as the past 
twenty or forty years, though it seems to be an im- 
possibility. Ithink San Francisco is now one of the 
great and leading cities of the world ; and you, gen- 
tlemen, its merchants and bankers and business men, 
are responsible that it is not only a great city, but that 
it is an industrious and patriotic city. (Applause.)

Let every young man in this 
city remember what his father or his grandfather did, 
ard let him toil and labor with a head, with sense, 
with brains, and there is no telling but that you will 
have a hundred of these palace hotels.

Now I do not want to make a speech j dence, that Gen. Taylor did regard the Southern leaders 
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then in Congress as encouraging and promoting dis- 
union and that such conduct he looked upon as treason- 
able. I served in the Army in Mexico under Gen. 
Taylor and knew him well. On more than one occasion 
he confided to me important and responsible duties, and 
he always treated me with a kindness I shall never for- 
get. At the end of the war I moved with my command 
in the summer of 1848 to New Mexico, that country 
having been annexed to the United States by the treaty 
of Guadaloupe Hidalgo. I remained there until the 
spring of 1849, when I was ordered to California, and 
crossing the country I arrived there in the latter part of 
the summer, returning to the East in the spring of 1850, 
and I was in Washington in April of that year. Shortly 
after my arrival in Washington I called to pay my re- 
spects to my old commander, Gen. Taylor, who was 
then President. He received me very cordially, and 
when he discovered I had visited both New Mexico and 
California since the conclusion of the war he was very 
desirous of obtaining all the information I could impart 
concerning them, and during my stay in Washington I 
had several lengthy interviews with him in reference 
to both New Mexico and California, in which the poli- 
tical condition of each formed a prominent feature, the 
efforts of the South to legislate slavery into both of 
these countries during Gen. Taylor’s administration 
being well known. 

In the latter part of June, 1850, I suddenly received 
orders to join my command in New Mexico, and I 
called upon Gen. Taylor on the 1st of July, only eight 
days before he died. He was in excellent health, was 
very glad to see me, and upon my mentioning my 
orders for New Mexico, he said: ‘‘Iam glad you are 
going to New Mexico. I want officers of judgment and 
experience there. These Southern men in Congress 
are trying to bring on civil war. They are now organ- 
izing a military force in Texas for the purpose of tak- 
ing possession of New Mexico and annexing it to 
Texas, and I have ordered the troops in New Mexico 
to be reinforced and directed that no armed force from 
Texas be permitted to go into the Territory. Te!l Col. 
Monroe (commanding in New Mexico) he has my entire 
confidence, and if he has not force enough I will send the 
whole Army out there to support him, and then (his 
features assuming the firmest and most determined ex- 
pression) I will be with you myself, but I will be there 
before those people shall go into that country or have 
a foot of that Territory. The whole business is infam- 
ous and must be put down.” 

This was my last interview with Gen. Taylor. Mr. 
Fillmore succeeded him as President and hastened to 
countermand Gen, Taylor’s orders regarding New 
Mexico. 

Mr. Stephens says that Gen. Taylor could not have 
addressed himself to you as represented, as he (Gen. 
Taylor) had stated in a letter from Baton Rouge, La., 
August 5, 1848: ‘‘ Not a drop of American blood was 
shed by my order while in Mexico, nor that of a Mexi- 
can, except in the heat of battle.” In this letter Gen. 
Taylor expressed himself as a soldier. He meant that 
he had never, in an arbitrary manner, ordered an Amer- 
ican to be shot. But men were shot in Mexico by 
sentence of court-martial or military commissions; for 
I was present myself at Camargo when eight of our 
soldiers were shot at the same time. Gen. Taylor 
never intended to shoot Messrs. Toombs and Stephens 
by his simple order; but in case they were caught, tried, 
and convicted of treason he would order the sentence 
of death to be carried out and they need not expect any 
mercy from him. 7. Wa 

THE FRIGATE HUSSAR. 

During the Revolutionary War, a British frigate, 
the J/ussar, in passing through Hell Gate, struck and 
went down, with a large number of her crew. Various 
attempts have been made to recover certair treasure, 
which was believed to have been on board, and a sub- 
marine wrecking company, of Worcester, Mass., are 
now working at the wreck. The “ treasure” theory 
seems to be disproven by the following letter, cut 
from an Edinburgh paper in 1827, and republished 
by George Henry Preble, commander of the Navy- 
yard at Philadelphia, in the New England Historical 
and Genealogical Register for October, 1833: 

Jo the Editor of the Edinburgh Observer : 

Sir: I read in your paper of the 7th inst., a state- 
ment made by a Mr. Mitchell, copied from an Ameri- 
can paper, regarding the loss of the /Zussar frigate. 
Mr. Mitchell’s account of the unfortunate fate of that 
tine vessel is in many respects correct. I am not in- 
clined to dispute with him the appearances now pre- 
sented by handles of knives, beeswax, etc., extracted 
from the wreck, but neither he nor any one else will be 
so fortunate as to find the ‘‘largetreasure” said to 
have been lost in her. There was, indeed, £20,000 on 
board the ship two days before she was lost—that is, 
on the 2ist of November, 1780, but on that day the 
money was safely landed and delivered into the cus- 
tody of Commissary General Delancy, and in which 
operation I assisted, being then a petty officer of the 
Hussar. The Hussar struck on Pot Rock, near three 
o’clock in the afternoon of the 23d of November, 
1780, and did not go down until she swung several 
miles up the Sound, when she went down in a bay 
called ‘‘ The Brothers,” at seven in the evening the 
same day, in seven fathoms of water; anda strong cur- 
rent, then running at the rate of nine knots an hour, 
occasioned the loss, as nearly as could be ascertained, 
of 107 fine, brave fellows, part of hercrew. When the 
accident happened the //ussar was on her way from 
New York to Gardner’s Bay with despatches to Ad- 
miral Arbuthnot.

Major-General Shaler and staff passed in excellent style 
although any one looking tor fine points might have noticed 
a slight want of unity in the the salute of the staff, and a 
little more hesitation on their part in getting into 
position at the reviewing point than consistent with their 
usual methodical way of doing things. The commanding 
ofticer of the Separate Troop, which followed, was especial] 
noticeable for saluting properly and keeping nis sabre wit 
point lowered for the prescribed distance after passing the 
reviewing Officer, a little matter which we would commend 
to the attention of several field officers. The troop paraded 
forty men, and made a very creditable appearance, although 
in common with all the cavalry on the ground a suitable 
uniform would be a vast improvement upon the obsolete 
finery to which they seem to cling. The First Troop Wash- 
ington Greys, forty sabres, had a ponderous appearance, 
which was greatly enhanced by the handsome but too ex- 
tensive jackboots by which many of the men were balanced 
upoa their saddles ; a fair opinion might be formed of the 
horsemanship of the cavalry of the division after seeing 
them at ‘a trot.”” Why cannot New York boast of a troop 
to compare with the * First Troop, Philadelphia City Cav- 
alry "—in drill at least, if not in other respects? Surely 
there are enough good horsemen to be fuund. The 34 Bri- 
gade was led by its commander General Varian, who with 
his stait passed in a soldierly manner. ‘Ihe 7th, Colonel 
Clark, ten companies, twenty-eight files each, in twenty 
platoons, preceded by its noble band, came solidly for- 
ward, but although the general effect was imposing as of 
old, and the ofticers apparently perfect in personal bearing 
and style, yet the alignments of several sub-divisions—es- 
pecially the second and fourth (in the order of passage) 
were unusually poor for them ; the etep was free and elastic, 
and the steady ‘‘swing ” was there, but the above defect 
was particularly conspicuous when contrasted with their 
usual perfect performance ; about fifty yards below the re- 
viewing stand the leading company of the 7th regiment 
was obliged to oblique, to pass an obstacle , the next com- 
pany commenced tu oblique a little souner, uutil the com- 
panies of the left wing were induced successively to oblique 
entirely too soon after passing the Commander-in-Chief. 
Phe obstacle spoken ot perhaps had something to do with 
the imperfections noted. The gallant 69th, Colonel Cava- 
nagh, ten companies, sixteen tiles each, ‘wearin o’ the 
green,” followed the 7th. At first sight this regiment 
seemed to have improved greatly within the last eighteen 
months, It will staud a great deal more drill, however. 
We noted too great space between ranks of several compa- 
nies; fifth company badly, and sixth company indifferently 
aligned ; the 7th company out of step while passing. The 
8th regiment, Colonel Scott, followed with ten companies, 
sixteen fies. Its commanding ofticer saluted too soon, and 
its lieutenant-colouel passed in review dismounted; the 
effect was somewhat unique, reminding us of the captive in 
a ltcuman triumphal procession. It not only exposed the 
oflicer to disagreeable criticism but detracted from the uni- 
form appearauce of his regiment. In the companies, the 
third was out of step; rear rank of color company badly 
aligued ; seventh and teuth poor alignment; the ninth 
company much better; general effect only fair. Battery B 
Artillery, Major Keim, eighty men, six pieces, passed next 
in order, ‘Lhis organization might be called somewhat 
rusty ata glance. ‘he brass gunus although of obsolete 
pattern may be dusted occasionally, but it has been a long 
while we should judge since they were properly cleaned: 
the horse equipments were innocent of harness oil, and the 
brasses were depressingly dingy. Brass and leather al- 
though long in service, with due attention can always be 
made to look clean and bright. 

The Ist Brigade, General Ward, appeared. The handsome and 
soldierly brigadier, after exchanging salutes with the Governor, 
drew up on the rignt.

The arrangements 
made by the division commander for the prelimiuary cere- 
mony of inspectiva were both complete and ingenious. Ou 
account of the comparative narrowness of the street certain 
moditicaticns were temporarily made—as regarded the 
depth of the formation, positions of officers in line, ete.— 
which conduced greatly to the convenience of the reviewing 
ofticer. Tue line was punctualiy formed by the appointed 
hour—4 Pp. w.—but the distinguished public functionary for 
whom an lmmense multitude were patiently waiting did 
not appear uatil twenty minutes later. Goveruor Tilder, 
with bis glittering staff and modest escort of cavalry, was 
received with considerabie enthusiasm, aud indeed he has 
a most gallant presence in the saddle, and managed his 
extremeiy weil bred charger easily and with rare grace. 
The inspection of the division in line was rapidly proceeded 
with, but occupied nearly three-quarters of ag hour.

CALIFORNIA, 


SHERMAN’s REcEPTION.—Gen. Sherman made a speech to 
the officers of the 2d Brigade at a reception given at the 
Vaiace Hotel, Sun Francisco, a few days since. Gen. Sher- 
man, in ackowiedging his reception, said: Gentlemen, [ 
um very glad to meet you personally in this way, represent- 
ing the militia. I say this, and I say it emphatically, be- 
cause [ think that iu every country, and especially in these 
United States, we should have suo..e volunteer soldiers, and 
the better they are the better for tho country. There 
shouid ve volunteers in every city that has a large popula- 
tio..—fluating, and sometimes employed and sometimes 
unempioyed; sometimes good and sometimes vicious. 
When you are drawn up in the ranks as brigade or division 
and yeu are told by the Governor or Mayor, to do a certain 
thing 1 know you will doit. And this is amatter becoming 
very important as our interests get larger and become 
more diversitied. I do not think avy person, in this whole 
community—in San Francisco, New York or Puoiladelphia— 
are entitiead to more honor than the young men who serve 
as our voluuteers. The volunteers fought in our civil war, 
aud they did it first rate. Of course we of the Regular Army 
think that a military education isa good thing, and it is ; 
but itis pot the ouy thing. A muiitary education is very 
valuable, but of itseif it would be uothiug ; you can have @ 
goud education aud will and intention and heaith and pur- 
pos. tu do something, and something will be done if you 
work together. You young men are joined together as a 
military body, and you cau observe anu you have observed 
the wecessity of organization. If you have got a good 
company you can have a good regiment, and young men 
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who can command a company may command a regiment ; 
and three regiments make a bri;;ade, and he who can com- 
mand a regiment may command a brigade. This is organi- 
zation. The next thing you have to attend to is obedience. 
The commanding officer must be responsible in war, and he 
must be respected, and must keep his own secrets in his 
own house, and must tell aman to go, as the Bible says, 
and he goeth, and come and he cometh; and therefore 
obedience is the first duty of the soldier. It was so in 
Cwsar’s time ; it was so in Napoleon’s time, and in Wash- 
ington’s time. It is an honorable obedience that the soldier 
pays. Heis notaslave. A soldier obeys from high princi- 
ples. You tell him to doa thing in a particular manner, 
und he goes and does it. Itis an honorable and not a 
slavish business, and a soldier ought tu be the most honor- 
abie of men; and I think youin San Francisco, by incul- 
cating this love of order and obedience to the authorities— 
whether they are civil or military it is the same thing and 
equally honorable—will perform important service. ‘That 
principal, pervading influence will make the democratic 
government of our great Republic the strongest govern- 
ment in the world, as we were shown to be in our civil war. 
The people of the United States by and through this or- 
ganization subdued eight millions of people, and now they 
are just as obedient as the rest of us are. They may have 
had some bad thoughts in their mind, but they are afraid 
to make them known, and that fear is a great piece of wis- 
dom. I hope, therefore,.you will cultivate the spread of 
military knowledge and military organization and military 
obedience in San Francisco ; be ready for any day that may 
come. If you are prepared the day won’t come, but if you 
are not it maycome. Therefore you young men should 
endeavor to be good volunteer officers. I thank you for 
your reception. 


MASSACHUSETTS, 


In Camp.—On Tuesday, Sept. 26, the 2d Brigade, Briga- 
dier-General Eben Sutton, went into camp at South Fram- 
ingham for five days’ duty. As this was the first encamp- 
ment of the Natioual Guard since its reorganization, it was 
a matter of interest to see how the changes effected the 
various battalions. General Sutton was formerly assistant 
adjutant-general of the “old” 2d Brigade, and judging 
from appearances will make a good commander. He has 
called around him an excellent staff, gentlemen of tone and 
character, qualities not always found in the service of this 
State. Itis true they have little if any field experience, 
but being hard workers and strict students they will in time 
make excellent oilicers. Todo their duty is their pride ; 
and although occupying high positions, they are always 
ready to obey orders, and cheerfully do the work assigned 
them in a most svidier like manner. Besides bringing 
dignity to the office, they have gathered around them a 
large class of strong and ivfluential triends, which cannot be 
otherwise than beneticial to the whole militia. In camp a 
large number of lady triends of the staff could be seen ex- 
ercising their fine thoroughbreds, and the assemblage was 
suggestive of Beacon St. At headquarters « verything was 
dove in true military style aud in accordance with the 
strictest discipline, as a major commanding one of the bat- 
taliuus can testify; for ou one occasion when ‘* mounted” 
he engaged in conversation with the Assistant Adjutant- 
General, Lieut.-Col. R. G. Shaw, who was * dismounted 
at his quarters,” but the latter officer very promptly in- 
tormed him that if he wished to prolong the conversation 
he must dismount, which hint was promptly taken, and 
the conversation contizued after an apology had been 
made. From our own knowledge of the major, it was from 
forgetfulness, as he is one of the best discipiinarians in the 
service, and would consider the above request as proper 
and in the best interests of discipline. The reminder had 
a good effect on the camp, and all subsequent cails were 
made most ceremoniously. 

On entering the camp we could notice the improved 
style in which matters were conducted. Those who thought 
they were there “ picnicing ” were disappointed, for strict 
attention to duty was required of all. Oue thing, however, 
was noticeable which should be done away with, and which 
has become quite fashionable of late, though more among 
officers than men; the custom of bringing intoxicating 
liquors tocamp. ‘The conduct of the men was very good, 
much better than formerly, and Chaplains Rev. W. H. Cud- 
worth and Father O’Donovan were always on hand, having 
aneye tv the moral discipline of the camp. The camp 
comprised the 5:h regiment Infantry on the right, fol- 
lowed by the 9th and ist Infantry, Battery A being on the 
extreme left. The camp was well laid out and carefully 
policed, the 5th regiment having the neatest company 
streets and quarters. The tents were kept in good order, a 
number being floored. No rubbish could be tound within 
the lines of this organization. The 9th battalion, which 
was next in line, presented a fair appearance, though they 
were not so well policed as they should be. This defect 
was rectified after the second day, and the camp for the 
last three days was all that could be desired. The 1st Bat- 
talion joined the 9th, and although strict attention was 
paid to the cieanliness of the camp for tho first two days, 
subsequently a slight slackuess was apparent about some 
company quarters in this respect. The artillery came next, 
and the quarters looked fair, though they could have been 
improved. The cavalry quarters were both neat and tidy, 
everything being found iu good order. The duty of sen- 
tinels was fairly done; in oue instance, a sentinel of the 
9th, who was doing duty aloug the fence which runs paral- 
lel to the road, on the approach of a field officer, who passed 
in his rear, atter facing his proper front, came to ‘ pre- 
sent.” Some of the sentinels also when calling for the 
curporal of the guard, would cry out ‘‘ Post No. ——” in- 
ste.d of corporal of the guard giving number of post only. 
In passing along the line a little farther on two sentries of 
the 5th regiment were found resting, engaged in conver- 
sation, leaving their portion of the line unprotected. Fair 
attention was paid to salutes to officers, many of the sen- 
tinels, however, looking on the matter of saluting of little 


importance. Especially in the artillery was this deficiency 
manifest. ‘The guards at brigade headquarters did their 


duty excellently, and in one instance over-did it, as one of 
the sentinels refused to allow an officer of the Governor's 
staff to pass the line of sentinels. It is possible that in- 
structions were given the sentinels to allow no one to pass, 
but it is unlikely, as the officer was admitted by the sentry 
of an adjoining post. We als2 noticed a lieutenant-colonel 
refusing to return the salute of a sentry who came to 
carry instead of present to which he was entitled. The 
officer ordered the guard to salute him properly. A custom 
which prevails in most of the organizations, was the prac- 
tice of enlisted men s:luting their corporals or sergeants ; 
this was done mostly in the artillery and cavalry. In 
passing through the 5th regiment, officers were saluted 
fairly, although a number of enlisted men failed to pay their 
proper respect. In the 1st and 9th they were well received, 
and were fairly saluted. The artillery, as before noticed, 
saluted poorly and the cavalry finely. 

Guard mounting, which took piace daily at 9:30. m., 
was fairly done; the details were slow in coming out, espe- 
cially the details of the 9th Battalion, which were behind 
hand two consecutive days. The adjutants were a little 
rusty at first, but on Wednesday, Thursday and Friday the 
ceremony was performed with but few errors ; such as ser- 





geants who brought details on line failing after the ranks 

were opened to take their places in its rear; one of the 

sergeant-majors failed to return salutes of sergeants atter 

reporting, aud also neglected to count off before dividing 

the guard into platoons. The ofiicers of the guard did not 

take their places as soon as they should after the report of 

sergeant-major. It was also noticed that the adjutant of 

the 5th regiment, while the guard was being iaspected, 

neglected to return his sword and observe the general ap- 

pearance of the details. 

But little brigade drill was done, and the movements 

were forming column of fours, front into line ;«ploying line 

into column of masses; to the right, column of masses ; 

change direction in column of masses from a halt. In the 

movement marching iu echelon, the order was given to 

form line on second battalion ; Col. Trull executed the 

first part of the movement correctly, but after passing the 

line neglected to bring his battalion by fours left about. 

Here grand confusion took place; the companies of the 

left wing began to form column of divisions ; and companies 
of the secord, third, and-fourth division got mixed 7 with 

each other. The regiment had to form a new line of battle, 

po od which they marched up and were aligned on 2d Bat- 
talion. 

During the greater part of the week which was not taken up 
by practice, reviews, and brigade dress parades, the several or- 
ganizations improved the time in battalion drill, and it was very 
beneficial. The adjutant of the 1st Battalion seemed to under- 
stand wpe line better than those of other organizations, the 
adjutant of the 9th failing after posting markers to take side 
step to left and draw his sword. The adjutant of the 5th regi- 
ment it was evident had but little experience in the present 
tactics, und should peruse Upton. The adjutant of the 1st Bat- 
talion appeared once Cn dress parade with fatigue a In bat- 
talion drill the officers of the 9th were best posted, and its 
guides understood their duties better. The captains of the 5th 
and 1st several times failed to bring their companies to support 
arms after each successive formation, the flank companies wait 
ing for captains on right or left of them to bring their companies 
to support, when they should have done so as soon as the ranks 
were aligned. During your correspondent’s stay at camp only 
the 1st Battalion brought “‘ colors on line,” and this was done 
fairly. The captain persisted in mixing in with the band, when 
he should have been on the flank of the leading platoon; the 
color-bearer delayed taking his post in front of centre of 
platoons. None of the organizations came out on line at the 
appointed time for dress parade, and the companies did not 
ao ow streets together, which greatly marred the looks of 
the drill. 

On Thursday and Friday the troops were inspected. The 5th 
passed a very good inspection; appearance good; arme and 
equipments in guod order. ‘he 1st can blame their uniform, 
otherwise they jooked neat and soldierly ; a smarter looking hat 
would fill the bill. ‘ithe 9th also passed a good inspection, but 
were without fatigue caps, the new equipments furnisued them 
during the encampment give great dissatisfaction and are both 
flimsy and cheap. The artillery and cavalry, especially the lat- 
ter, passed good inspections. 

While the 9th Battalion was being mustered for pay but few 
companies were at *“ support,’ the column with but two excep- 
tions—Cos. A and G—being at ‘order; ranks were closed ; 
mustering officer laid muster roll on back of commissioned 
officer ; major who was assisting used drum head ; mustering 
ofticer had back to men when calling off; but one captain gave 
order ‘‘attention to muster.”’ The officers of the 9th were de- 
ficient in regard to duties of mustering battalion. 

Friday was the day set down for the review by Governor Rice, 
and a Jarge number of visitors were 1n attendance tu witness the 
ceremony. Companies A and D, of the cavalry battalion, were 
detailed to proceed to the depot and take the Governor under 
escort, but the regulation uniform being so unsoldierly and 
shabby, a special request was made by the major commanding 
that the several companies be allowed to wear their red and 
showy uniforms, which request was granted, and they appeared 
in toeir fancy red coats and sky blue trousers and helmet. Gov- 
ernor Rice was accompanied by his entire staff, and arrived at 
camp about 12 o'clock. 

Soon after 2 o’clock the different battalions were formed in line 
ready for review. As this was the first review by the Governor, 
he appeared a little timid, but General Cunningham was beside 
him and greatly aided him in his duties. It was a matter of sur- 
prise to notice the staff of the Governor drawn up in two ranks, 
when it shonid have been in single rank, and the members in 
their positions according to rank from right to left. ‘lhe 5th 
regiment after the Governor passed in front of their line brought 
pieces 10 order, as also did 9th Battalion ; the Ist Battalion re- 
mained at carry. They should all have come to parade rest as 
soon as reviewing officer passed the left of their Jines in front, 
and return to carry on his arrival at the left of their battalion 
when returning in the rear. Staff of General Sutton mingled 
with that of Governor. On leaving line at right after passing in 
rear, staff of Gen. Sutton delayed in taking proper places. The 
Governor having taken his place, the brigade having broken into 
column of companies, passed in review, the 5th regiment, Col. 
E. J. Trull, leading, with fourteen files front. The men havea 
bard, stiff step, and present a crowded appearance, otherwise the 
marching was very good, Companies b, G and K doing best. 
One of the non-commissioned etaff did pot salute properiy. The 
9th Battalion, Lieur.-Col. Strachan, with sixteen files front, fol- 
lowed, and had on their new singie cross-belts with white trou- 
sers. The men have an easy elastic step, march ery steadily, 
keeping guod alignmerts. ‘the marching was the best of the 
day, Cos. A, C, G, and K excelled. The 1st Battalion, Lieut.- 
Col. Wales commanding, with fifteen files front, came next, and 
were doing finely, when suddenly the head of the column took 
short step, and as a consequence the rear companies marked 
time in front of reviewing officer, and looked badly, when they 
struck olf and took full step; Companies A, D, 1, and H carried 
off the honors. Battery A, Capt. H. C, Lanyiey, followed, the 
men oelng unsteady ; the bugler was improperly posted in front 








of captains, and it was noticed that the adjutant was in front uf 
the platvons. The cavalry followed, Major Dexter Follett com- 
manding, the chief bugler being in frontof staff, when he should 
have been in rear. The companies were divided into platoons 
and did admirably. The major of the battalion was the only 
commanding officer that waited for the column to make second 
change of direction before taking his position in front of the 
column. The review was finely gone through with, and was 
amongst the best of late years. 

The review being ended, Governor Rice visited the different 
headquarters, after which he returned to brigade headquarters, 
and by request remained in camp and witnessed brigade dress 
parade. lt was a grand success, and was only marred by the 
error of the assistaut adjutaut-general, who after giving the com- 
mand ** Guides post,” without waiting for the colonels to bring 
their battalions to parade rest, instantly rode out in front of the 
line of battalions, presented arms, and was about to turn over 
the command, wheu a staff officer of Gen. Sutton rode down and 
probably informed him of his error, stating that it was the wish 
of the general to have it done correctly. ‘he field officers of the 
5th regiment were not in their proper places in front of the 
column of divisions, and the surgeon of the 1st Battalion was 
seen in front of the left flank of the fir-t division. The non- 
commissioned staff of the 9ih regiment was posted incorrectly 
in rear of the column. In other respects the parade was fine. 
in conclusion it might be stated that seldom has a better encamp- 
ment been made; the conduct of the men was good, very little 
disorder beiug seen, and the discipline was fair. 1t was noticed 
that the sergeants of the 9ih Battaiion when coming to the front 
to report, faced inward, and several times were ordered “ front,”’ 
when they should have faced the front without command after 
halting in front of centre, and the adjutant shuuld have seen to 
this. ‘The line officers seem to be weil up, but are neglectful of 
the details, which only time and hard study will rectify. The 
Ist Battalion showed but little improvement, but its commander 
no doubt will in time bring up the battalion to a high standard. 
The artillery is not what it should be, and is composed of a class 
of men that are hardly up to the standard. As there is only one 
company in Boston at present, better material could be had. ‘he 
cavairy 1s all that could be desired, with two of the best compa- 
nies in the service, together with an efficient and hard working 
major. 

‘he troops were better disciplined than at any previous en- 
campment, and it must be admitted that the reorganization was 





beneficial and has increased its efficiency. It is to be hoped that 
the incoming Legislature will add_two compunies to the Ist and 
9th Battalions, thus making two Boston regiments ; thie done, 
and the State has a well disciplined and efficient militia. The 
8th regiment and 7th Battalion having done the five days’ —- 
Philadelphia were not present at the encampment. The Ist Bri- 
gade went into camp Oct. 3.

Ar the competitive examination at Grand Haven, Mich., 
Sept. 6, for the appointment to the cadetship at West Point 
from that district there were 17 young men present. The 
choice fell upon Edward D. Curtis, of Grand Haven. 


Tue death of Edward C. Anderson, Jr., a prominent 
banker of Savannah, occurred on Wednesday night, Sept. 
27, at Guyton, Ga. He was a nephew to the famous Mayor 
Anderson, of Savaunah, and served in the Confederate ser- 
vice as colonel of the Seventh Georgia Cavalry. 

Captain Exvisaa VAN Brunt, an artillery officer in the war 
of 1812, and who commanded a vattery at Harlem Heights 
during the progress of that campaign, died suddenly, Sept. 
28, at hie residence in New Yok. Mr. Vau Brunt was in 
his eighty-tifth year, and leaves a large number of sons and 
daughters.* Tne number of 1812 veterans who survive is 
very small. 

Man has wrung the chicken’s neck with immunity for 
hundreds of years, but Nemesis bas come at last in the form 
of avery old hen, near Cobham, Eugland. A loaded gun 
had been laid on the top of acorn-bin, The old hen flew 
up, perched upon the trigger, and brought down a farm- 
hand who was at work near. The avenger aimed too high. 
An eye was lost, but not a life. 

Tue new Territory of Pembina, which is to be erected out 
of a portion of Dakota, covers 72,930 square miles, and is on 
the northern boundary ot the United States. There are 
withia its limits 2,000 miles of navigable waters, including 
the Missouri, Yellowstone and Red rivers. The latter fur- 
nishes communication northward with Manitoba. Bismarck 
is the railway terminus. Excepting on the Ked and Chey- 
enne rivers there is very iittle timber, whilst a large district 
is composed of sand and gravel, and is known as the “ bad 
lands.” Notwithstanding the long and intensely cold 
winters, this region is said to be a good one for stock rais- 
ing. There are about 12,000 people in the Territory, half of 
them white settlers. Bismarck will probably be made the 
capital. 

A rovoutne story is told which shows the better Indian 
character. Back in 1841, a party of hunters iu a Wisconsin 
forest came upon a solitary grave over which floated the 
tattvred remuants of an American flag. They soon met a 
band of friendly Indians, of whom they inquired the mean- 
ing of the strange sight. Thereply was that it was the 
grave of an Iudiau chief who was a brave ally of the Ameri- 
cans in the battle of ‘Tippecanoe, Atter the fight, General 
Harrison presented him with a silk flag in token of his 
appreciation of his services, which the chief pr. served as 
more valuable than life, aud commanded that his body be 
buried in the wilderness, and the flag presented by General 
Harrison be unturled above his grave, there to flutter in the 
breeze unmolested so long as a thread remained. This 
command was religiously obeyed by the Indians, who fre- 
quently visited the grave to see that the flag was undis- 
turbed. 

Tue principal attractions of Swampscott are its drives, its 
seaside rocks and its fishing. A drive along the coast trom 
the Willows to Marbichead, through that quaint, old, his- 
torical town to Fort Sewall, and from there out to Marble- 
head Neck, and back to Swampscott, is simply delightful. 
The rocky islands that serve as a breakwater te Marblehead 
harbor seem to have been designed by nature cnpoaey 
with a view to the picturesque adornment of that old fort.

Look out for yourself, though, if the sergeant undertakes 
to describe a bayonet charge.

Duelling is 
recognized by law, under restrictions, and one who 
avenges an insult by a fatal blow escapes punishment. 
They are all members of the Greek church, and have 
kept their faith pure by the simple expedient of killing 
off all the schismatics. They are the only subject 
population who have thus far been able to make any 
head aguinst the assaults of Turkey. 


One of the curiosities of the Emperor of Russia’s 
palace at Tsarskoe Selo is the Horse Asylum, where 
the Imperial chargers live in snug quarters when they 
are no longer fit for use. Near the comfortable stables 
is the cemetery, where the history of many a famous 
steed may be read in the inscriptions on the tombstones. 
The rooms which present the greatest historical interest 
are those which were occupied by the Emperor 
Alexander I., and which are shown exactly as he left 
them; and the chamber which is considered as the 
greatest curiosity is the room in which all the walls are 
of amber. Beyond the garden, in front of that part of 
the palace occupied by their Majesties, is a little island 
in which there is a Russian cottage, a garden, a cow- 
short, «a complete establishment on a 
diminutive scale, arranged for the amusement of the 
Duchess of Edinburgh when she was a child. 


Tut London Broad Arrow says: How to obtain an 
adequate supply of good and efficient non-commis- 
sioned officers is undeniably one of the most difficult 
questions of contemporary military administration. 
From every army in Europe complaint arizes of the 
ever-increasing searcity of this class of soldiers. In 
Germany, for instance, it is notorious that, despite the 
most strenuous eflorts of the authorities, and notwith- 
standing the number of fresh inducements to remain in 
the ranks which have been recently oflered, the supply 
of trustworthy non-commissioned officers fall far short 
of the demand. Recent debates in the Chamber of 
Deputies reveal a similar deficiency in the French 
army; While in our own army, regimental officers 
agree that English non-commissioned officers are neither 
altogether what they were, nor what they should be. 
And yet, while there is this universal lamentation over 
the decadence of non-commissioned ofticers, there cer- 
tainly never was a period since regular armies have 
existed, when it was so essential, as it is at the present 
time, for the efficiency of the military forces of a 
country that non-commissioned ofticers should know 
their work thoroughly, and should perform their duties 
in the most scrupulous, exact, and able manner. 

Tur Swedish Arigsretenskaps Akademiens Iland- 
lingar och Tidskrif! gives some interesting particulars 
of the little army of Sweden. The permanent or stand- 
ing army, it appears, musters 27,853 of all ranks. The 
main height of the standing army in 1875 was 5 ft. 
7} in., English measure. It has been about the same 
for the last forty years. In 1841 it was 5 ft. 7 in. 
Military service is compulsory in Sweden, and every 
Swede who has not served in the army or navy, or is 
not otherwise legally exempt, is bound to serve five 
years in the berraering, a sort of recruit-reserve, the en- 
rolled members of which undergo fifteen days’ military 
training annually with the regiments of the standing 
army, to which they may be affiliated. It is estimated 
that the five classes of the Jeruering together could 
supply 90,000 men to the permanent army in the event 
of war; but it is admitted that the military training is 
too brief to be of ruch practical avail. Education, 
like military service, is compulsory in Sweden. Of the 
25,175 men of the berwering called out for the training 
of 1875, it was found that eighty-nine per cent. could 
read and write well, eleven per cent. could read but 
not write, and one per cent. only could neither read 
nor write. 

Tae final trials of the 81-ton gun at Woolwich 
commenced Sept. 11. The gun had been fitted with 
telescopic sights, and in order to test them in a rough 
kind of way a wooden target was fixed in front of 
the butt, with a mark upon it to aim at. As a test of 
accuracy much importance could not attack to a trial 
ata little over 100 yards, but it was satisfactory to 
find that the 1700 Ib. shot cut a piece out of the tar- 
get precisely of the dimensions previously marked. 
The hole was punched as clean as if it had been cut 
with adie. The shots fired were the usual flat-head- 

ed proot projectiles, but on the ground for inspection 
was one of the mighty Pallisers, considerably longer, 
and looking larger from the elongation of its pointed 
head, Indeed, it was slightly the heaviest of its 
kind, as it weighs within a couple of hundredweight 
of u ton, and itis not intended at present to fire it.

A PAMPHLET called the “ Intercontinental Tunnel,” 
has been published at Madrid, advocating the con- 
nection of Africa and Europe by a tunnel under 
the Straits of Gibraltar, nine miles long but with an 
incline of lin 100. The tunnels of approach would 
be nearly six miles long on each side. The maximum 
depth of the sea at this point is said to be 3,000 feet. 
The estimate of cost is £4,000,000 sterling, and with 
this tunnel and that between Calais and Dover open, 
there would be an overland route from London to 
India, ‘‘ without change of carriage,” if desired. A 
tunnel under Behring’s Straits 1s nextin order. Then 
good-bye to sea sickness. 

Tue Paris correspondent of the Pall Mali Gazette 

writes: ‘‘ Experiments are being made upon the prac- 
tice-ground at Vircennes with a Chassepot rifle of an 
almost entirely new model. Its advantages are said to 
consist in its being less complicated, stronger, safer, 
and cheaper than the Chassepot of 1874, the transform- 
ation of which cost from twenty to twenty-two francs, 
whereas the present change can be adapted‘to a gun 
for only four francs. Another advantage is said to be 
that no special machinery is required in the making, 
and that private manufactories could do the work, so 
that all the rifles now in use might, if mecessary, be 
transformed in a few weeks. The transformation, 
which involves the use of a metallic cartridge consists 
in the suppression of the needle (which is replaced by 
a striker) of the India-rubber washer, and of the screw 
of the breech, the gun thus being simplified to the 
breech action and an extractor. Two small notches 
placed on the shoe render it impossible for the gun to 
go off accidentally, unless the breech of the barrel is 
closed; and the extractor, which is very styong, and 
which works freely from the breech of the barrel to 
the shoe, acts as a locking-screw to the former. The 
breech action is dismounted by merely pressing against 
the trigger. It is said that this system can be applied 
to new as well as to old guns, and that its simplicity 
makes it particularly useful for newly-organized troops. 
It was after a report made to the Mimster of War last 
April that the latter ordered these experiments to be 
made.” 
Broad Arrow says: It is stated that Mr. Whitchead, 
the inventor of the now well known fish-torpedo, has 
been in England for some days past for the purpose of 
inducing the government to purchase sume improved 
torpedoes, from which he anticipates great results. 
Each torpedo, it is understood, coats £400, but the 
purchase of fifty carries with it the subsequent right of 
manufacturing them. Austria, Sweden, and other 
countries have availed themselves of the terms offered, 
and for £20,000 have obtained possession of a projectile 
which is said to be not only far superior to anything of 
the kind yet invented, but which would cripple a fleet 
before it had time to come within effective range. 
Fortified, however, by the results which have been ob- 
tained from a new submariue engine or rocket recently 
tried at Woolwich, the English government are under- 
stood to have declined the terms which Mr. Whitehead 
placed before them. By enlarging the size of the tor- 
pedo, increasing the power of the air cylinders, and 
adding to the length of the propellers, the authorities 
of Woolwich have produced an engine of war which 
is capable of attaining a speed through the water of 
close upon twenty knots. This is the speed which the 
improved Whitehead torpedo is said to possess, but 
in addition to its extraordinary speed, the latter has 
the power of running ina straight line. The present 
fish-torpedoes diverge to the right or left, although in 
some instances a double screw working on the same 
shaft has been tried; and, besides this defect, their 
flight through the water is frequently accompanied by 
a vertical undulatory movement which enables their 
course to be followed. The new Whitehead torpedo, 
on the other hand, is guaranteed not to diverge more 
than a yard from a straight line within a distance of 
2,000 yards. The ordinary whiskers around the nozzle 
have been dispensed with in the improved torpedo, and 
in consequence the inventor asserts tbat it can make its 
way through the torpedo nettings without exploding, 
except by actual contact with the ship itself. Its 
length is 18 ft., or about 4 ft. longer than those in com- 
mon use. Mr. Whitehead has erected extensive works 
in Austria for the manufacture of his torpedoes. 


TO OFFICERS OF THE ARMY OF THE U. § 


Tue GoopenovuGci Horsksiior, now largely in use 
all over the country, because of its scientific adapta— 
tion to the natural action of the horse’s hoof, its light- 
ness, cheapness and easy application, is, for the same 
reasons, recommended to the Army. 

This shoe has, however, additional advantages in 
Army use, still more important, from the fact that it 
can be applied without fire ov anvil, being calked, 
punched and complete. 

In rapid movements, distant from civilization and 
cut off from supplies, where every pound of freight 
adds to the difficult problem of transportation, every 
officer knows the necessity of reducing the émpedi- 
menta of the march. 

The Goodenough Llorseshoe is from twenty-five to 
forty per cent. lighter in weight of iron, than any 
other shoe made, an/] it can be used so that the trans- 
portation of forges, anvils, coal and all the usual heavy 
farrier’s outfit may be avoided. 

Any mechanic, or handy man who can be trusted to 
drive a nail into the hoof, can put these shoes on, 
using a wagon tire or anything of the sort that may 
serve for an anvil, to open out the heel of the shoe if 
too narrow, or closing in the heel if too wide. We 
would here suggest that where there is time, officers 
see that horse’s feet are cut well down; an item of 
labor avoided by many shoers, or passed over on the 
ground of leaving what they call a “ strong foot.” 





Horse’s feet grow rapidly, especially when always 
on ihe grouad, and on the march ; the iron prevents

the natural wear by attrition, and horse’s feet, in army 
use, are invariably too long and the action of the 
animal is thereby impeded and heavy. The toe of 
the hoof is always left too long, inducing stumbling ; 
let this be well reduced and shortened to its natural 
length. When in camp, with time and conveniences at 
hand, the shoe can be neatly applied, without fire, and 
as handsome farriery done with it, as can be seen in 
our Cities. 

See that the hoof is properly reduced by the knife, 
remembering always that a healthy, well-developed 
frog is the natural level ; but do not let the sole and 
bars be scooped out, and the frog, however ragged, 
should never be cut. 

In applying the shoe, caution the farrier to keep 
the toe and heel /evel. It isa common complaint of 
farriers that the toe of the Goodenough shoe is too 
thick for the thinness of the heel, and that it ‘‘ sets 
the horse back,” causing a temporary soreness of the 
back sinews of the leg. 

The Goodenough shoe was for many years made 
with a thick heel, and altered to its present shape 
from experience, that it was thus better adapted to 
the action of the horse. Where the hoof is a natural 
one, and properly dressed for the shoe, this complaint 
of too great thickness at the toe will not be made. 

In old fashioned shoeing, the heels, raised upon 
calks, were from balf an incl to an inch higher than 
the toes. People generally are so accustomed to this 
abuse that it seems to be correct. But the true position, 
always found in a wild horse, is a level heel and toe. 

When the hoof is contracted and the frog small and 
difficult to get to the ground, lower the hoof well at the 
toe and if the toe-calk is then too high for a level 
bearing, it can be bammered down (without heating), 
as the iron is of the very best quality, soft and ductile. 

In cases when the sizes of nails are large, or a shoe 
is imperfectly punched, let it be pritchelled out laying 
on its foot surface—never ‘‘ back pritchell” a horse 
shoe, it brings the nail hole into this shape })¢. If 
pritchelled from the ground surface the shape of the 
nail hole is the same as the nail | J. 

The object of the Goodenough Horseshoe and 
system of shoeing, is to keep as clese to nature as 
possible, in a process that is necessarily a violation of 
nature. The less interference on the part of the far- 
rier the better for the horse. For that reason we make 
our shoes light. There is a bevel on the foot surface, 
so that the bearing is upon the outer wall, or shell of 
the hoof, and not upon the sole. 

There is a bevel of the ground surface preventing 
‘* nicking up stones,” “ balling” of mud or snow, and 
the nail heads are deeply countersunk, preventing the 
vibration of the blade of the nail against the sensitive 
laminae of the hoof, which is the case when exposed 
nail heads strike upon rocky paths. 

It will be noticed that frog bearing, one of the es- 
sentials of good horse shoeing, can ve readily obtained 
with this shoe. The nature of its ground surface is 
such that there is no suction in mud, no chance of 
slipping, and great traction. 

In case of corns or weak heels, ‘‘ spring” the quar- 
ters of the shoe as much as may be necessary to pre- 
vent bearing upon the weak or sore spot. 

For sudden ice, the heel of the shoe can be bent 
(cold) into a calk, that is as effective as any heel calk. 
In high latitude when ice is of long continuance, our 
ice-shoe, made of steel, with five calks (to give even 
bearing), is recommended by the Army Board of 
January, 1875. 

On recommendation of the Board, this shoe (as well 
as the iron shoe) is admitted into the list of horse shoes 
for Light Artillery service and will be supplied to all 
requisitions. It is punched and ready to be put on 
cold. The calks can be made sharp with the file. 

Officers are cautioned against the opposition of far- 
riers to the Goodenough shoe from the fact that their 
function and importance is lessened by its adoption.
